Two Theories. 


Mr. Redmon has his theory of this 


case and on that theory will ask you 
to find a verdict of murder. His ex- 
amination of you gentlemen and ef- 
fort to find whether you had conscien- 
tious scruples against the death pen- 
alty indicates that he looks for you 
to hang him. He has given his his- 
toiy of the facts as he understands 
them. Wft have our theory of this af- 
fair and there will be a conflict be- 
tween the two. Their theory is that 
Attebery provoked the quarrel 
and 


shot and killed Lamar without justi- 
ficati,,n.

CLOSE OF THE EVIDENCE. 


Defendant Hawley Depicts the Manner 


of the Murder. 


Shelbyville, 111., Dec. 3.—(Special to 


the Herald)—In order to get through 
with the trial of Wesley Hawley for 
the murder of Policeman Ben Martin 
at Moweaqua, Feb. 1, 1902, as rapidly 
as possible, Judge Farmer ordered an 
extra session last night. It was only 
continued until ten 
o'clock, however, 


and little evidence of importance was 
heard. 
J. G. Carrington was put on the 


stand. He examined the 
gun 
with 


which the fatal shooting was done, 
and said it was his. He loaned it to 
Hawley the day before the shooting. 
On cross examination he admitted that 
the gun might be discharged while 
• oreaking" and had seen it do that 
in Hawley's hands once or twice. 
It 
was tne first point gained by the at- 
torneys for the defense. 


'Squire J. H. Donnell of Moweaqua 


testified to issuing the warrant -which 
Martin was serving on Hawley wh<m 
the shooting took place. He recogniz- 
ed the document, which was put in 
evidence. 
Wm. Scroggins, on the witness stand 


said he entered 
Hawley's restaurant 


immediately after the 
shooting, and 


asked what was the trouble. 
Hawley 


replied, "He (Martin) came in for me, 
and I just shot him—and that's all 
there is to it. I won't allow any man 
to comi in here and take me." 
Body 


was then lying on the floor. 
George Dial, village marshal of Mo- 


weaqua, said he was in Hawley's place 
of business and heard him say that if 
any of the officers bothered him or 
his buBin«£,s he would kill them, and 
mentioned the names of Bill Biley, Bill 
Moss and Ben Martin. Attorneys for 
the defense riddled' Dial's testimony 
pretty badly, and then tried to prove 
the witness a worthies/ character. Just 
as he left the stand Attorney Rich- 
ardson asked him: 
"What were you 


doing before you became a police- 
man_^were you not running a. poker 
room?" 
Dial replied that he had at 


one time operated a poker room, be- 
fore the prosecuting attorneys couia 
enter an objection. 


J. G. Hudson said he heard a con- 


versation between Hawley and Martin 
one night in the summer of 1901, in 
which Hawley said: 
"God damn you, 


if I see you prowling around either 
my back or front door, I'll fix you." 
Under cross examination witness ad- 
mitted that he owned an interest in 
a restaurant that was running in op- 
position to Hawley. Asked what prop- 
erty he owned, he said a brick busi- 
ness building, some lots and two dogs. 
"What kind of dogs?" 
"Gordon set- 


ters," was the reply and the court re- 
marked 
quickly—-"mighty 
valuable 


dogs." 


John Craig and Ed Easley -were min- 


or witnesses. 
Craig 
heard 
Hawley 


abusing Martin one night, and Easley 
had entered Hawley's restaurant with 
Dr. Sparling

shooting. 
Easley corroborated Spar- 


ling's testimony. 


Promptly at 5:30 this morning the 


Hawley case was resumed. The court 
room was not so crowded, as the main 
witnesses for the 
prosecution 
gave 


their evidence yesterday. 


Chas. Elbott was called. He was in 


Hawley's'place a few minutes after 
the shooting, and said 
to 
Hawley: 


"Don't you think 
you 
have 
done 


•wrong?" He replied: "No, I d'ont al- 
low any man to take me from my place 
of business." 


J. B. Simpson was another witness 


who entered Hawley's place right af- 
ter the shooting and testified to about 
the same facts as Elbott. 


L. P. Bullock went into the restau- 


rant with Dr. Sparling, and helped car- 
ry Martin's body out. He corroborat- 
ed Dr. Sparling's testimony. 


At 9:45 the prosecution offered the 


gun in evidence. 
Quickly 
following 


this Wesley Hawley took the stand in 
hia own behalf. He was cool and col- 
lected, and not a particle unnerveu. 
He said: 
"I knew Martin for four 


years. Martin and I had trouble, first 
about our work of putting in the wa- 
ter works. Shorty after that we had 
another fusa over digging Clark's hy- 
drant. He saJ'J he would make me dig 
it, and if I did not he would split my 
head open with a shovel. He had a 
tile spade in his hand and drew it up 
to strike me. When we had the work 
about completed, in 
going 
through 


Prescotfs pasture, we went over an 
open ditch.' Here the horses would 


warrant to me. I said to him: 
right, Ben, where will we go?" 
replied: "I don't know, I'll have to see 
Rollie." At 3 o'clock he ca.ne in again 
and said: 
"Wes, I have come for you 


—I want you." I asked: "What for?" 
He replied: 
"To go down town." I 


said' 
"I have 
no business there." 


Then he said: 
"I'll have to take you 


then." 
I replied: 
"Come 
and 


me." 
He came rapidly around 


counter, and as he can 
saw the revolver in 
his 


picked up the gun and fired. I then 
broke the gun, and as I broke it, it 
was discharged again and the shells 
fell on the floor. Martin sank against 
the counter and foil on the floor. The 
gun was Carrlngton's. It was out of 
repair some and would discharge It- 
self easily, when broken. I fired one 
shot at Martin. The second shot was, 
from the breaking of the gun. 
After 


the shooting I stayed right in 
my 


tracks until the body was taken away 
and then I went to Ralph Ayers and 
gave myself up. 
Witness denied all threats. He was

000 to defray the expenses of the an- 
thracite coal strike commission; and 
adjouined un'il Frlduy, when the'Lon- 
don dock charge bill will be consid- 
ered. There were two hours discuss- 
on on the commission 
bill, 
during 


which the president's course in creat- 
ing the commission was highly com- 
mended, except by Burton, of Missouii, 
democrat, who contended the commis- 
sion was created without authority c£ 
law or constitution. There was some 
criticism of the feature of the bill al- 
lowing double salaries lo membc-rs of 
ti.e commission now In government 
employ and also because the bill lett 
the amount of compensation of 
the 


members lo the president. 


But all 
amendments 
were 
voltd 


down. 
The bill was passed 
without, 


division. 


During the discussion of the strike 
ommlssion, the bill of McDermotl, of 
New Jersey, pointed out the fact that 
the commission has no power behind 
it. He thought thp commission shou.J 
be given power to make an investiga- 
tion and should report its findings to 
congress. 


Mr. Cannon said if the president's 


attlon bad been without authority of 
law or constitution it had been taken 
in response to overwhelming public 
sentiment, coming up from the whole 
:ounlry of GO,000,000 people, which be- 
gets action, for the express purpose 
it represents, larger than the consti- 
tution. 


Mr. Griffith, of Indiana, offered an 


amendment to provide for Ihe pay- 
ment of the expenses of John Mitchell, 
president of the United Mine Workers. 
He extolled the services of Mitchell 
In bringing the strike to an end. 


Mr. Cannon 
paid high 
tribute to 


Mitchell, who, he said, was a fellow 
citizen of Illinois, but said he did not

Opening Statements. 


At 10:40 the state's attorney made 


his statement to the jury. It was very 
brief. 
He called attention to the evi- 


dence and to the solemnity of the 
case and duty of the jurors. 
He quot- 


ed 
little law in the case, and then 


recited the story of the tragedy that 
took place In Moweaqua February 1st, 
11102. He said there were several cases 
against Hawley before the police mag-

For some reason he didn't take him 
at the first call, but returned, and said 
positively Hawley was

shops, incompetent barbers, and the

sentatives in each of the districts. The 
aim is also to limit the barber schools, 
which advertise to turn out competent 
barbers in a week or so.

FULL TEXT OF MESSAGE 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2—rresiilent 


Roosevelt's message wps read In both 
branches of congress tojay. 
The full 


text of the message follows: 
To the Senate ami House of Repre- 


sentatives: 
We still continue in a period of un- 


bounded prosperity. 
This prosperity 


not th-2 creature of law, but 
un- 


doubtedly the laws under which we 
work have been instrumental in cre- 
ating- the conditions . which made It 
possible, and by unwise legislation It 
would be e.usy enough to destroy it. 
There will undoubtedly be periods of 
depression. The wave will recede; but 
the tide will advance. 
This nation is 


seated on a continent flanked by two 
great oceans. It is composed of men 
the descendants of pioneers, or, In 
a 


sense, pioneers themselves; 
of men 


winnowed out from among the nations 
of the Old World by the energy, bold- 
ness, and love 
of adventure found In 


their osvn eager hearts. Such u na- 
tion, so placed, will surely wrest suc- 
cess from fortune. 


As a people we have played a large 


part in the world, 
and we are bent 


upon making our future even large- 
than the past. 
In particular, the 


events of the last four years have 
definitely decided that, for woe or for 
weal, our place must bo great among 
Ihe nations. We may either fall greatly 
or succeed greatly; but we can not 
avoid the endeavor from which either 
great failure ot- great success must 
come. 
Kven If we would, we can not 


play a small part. If we should try, all 
that would follow would be that we 
should play a large part Ignobly and 
shamefully. 


But our people, the sons of the men 


of the civil war, the sons of the men 
who had Iron in their blood, rejoice in 
the present and face the future high 
of heart and resolute of will. Ours Is 
not the creed of the weakling: and the 
coward; ours Is the gospel of hope and 
of triumphant endeavor. We do not 
shrink from the struggle before us. 
There are many problems for us to 
face at the outset of the twentieth 
century—grave problems abroad and 
still graver at home; but we know that 
we can solve them and solve them 
well, provided only that we bring 
to 


the solution the qualities of head and 
heart which were shown by the men, 
who, 
in the 
days 
of 
Washington, 


founded this government, and ,ln tin- 
days of Lincoln, preserved It. 


The experience of the past year has 
emphasized, in my opinion, the desir- 
ability of the steps I then proposed. A 
fundamental requisite of social 
effi- 


ciency ls,a high standard at individual 
energy and excellence; but this IB 
In 


no wise inconsistent with power to 
act in combination for alms which can 
not so well be achieved by the Individ- 
ual acting alone. A fundamental baso 
of civilization Is the inviolability of 
property; but this Is In no wise in- 
consistent with the right of society to 
regulate the exercise of the arttflclal 
powers which It confers upon the own- 
ers of property under the name of cor- 
porate franchises. 
in such ways as 


to 
prevent 
misuse 
of 
these 


powers. 
Corporations, 
mid 
es- 


pecially combinations of corporations, 
should be managed under public reg- 
ulation. 
Experience has shown that 


under our system of government the 
necessary supervision can not be ob- 
tained by state action. It must there- 
fore be achieved by national action. 
Our aim is not to do away with cor- 
porations; on the contrary, these big 
aggregations are an inevitable devel- 
opment of modern industrialism, and 
the effort to destroy them would be 
futile unless accomplished in ways 
that would work the utmost mischief 
to HIP entire body politic. 
We can do 


nothing of good in (be w.iy of regu- 
lating and supervising theso corpora- 
tions until wo fix clearly In our minds 
that we are not .mucking the cor- 
porations, but endeavoring lo do awny 
with any evil In them. We are nut 
hostile to them; wp are merely deter- 
mined that 
I hey shall be Ho handled 


as to subserve lhi> public good. 
We 


draw the line against misconduct, not 
against wealth. 
The capitalist who, 


alone or In conjunction with his fel- 
lows, performs mime great Industrial 
feat by which he wins money is a 
welldoer, not a wi ongdotv, provide-l 
only he works In proper and legitimate 
lines. 
We wish lo supervise and con- 


trol his actions only to prevent him 
from doing ill. Publicity can do no 
harm to the hones! corporation; and 
we need not be overtender about spar- 
Ing tho dishonest corporation.

It Is eminently neces- 


sary that we should endeavor to cut 
out this evil, but let us kee pa due 
sense of proportion; let us not in fix- 
ing our gaze upon the lesser evil forget 
the greater good. The evils are real 
an 1 some of them are menacing, but 
they are the outgrowth, not of misery 
or decadence, but of prosperity — of the 
progress of our gigantic industrial de- 
velopment. 
This Industrial develop- 


ment must not be checked, but side by 
side with it should go such progressive 
regulation as will diminish the evils. 
We should fail in our duty If we did 
not try to remedy the evils, but we j 
shall succeed only if we proceed pa- I 
tlently, with practical common sense 
as well as resolution, separating the 
• 


good from the bad and holding on to ' 
the good while endeavoring to get rid J 
of the latter.
